This  is  perhaps  the  largest  class  ever  to 
graduate  from  the  school.  The  majority  of 
men  in  it  are  World  War  II  veterans.  They 
came  to  this  school  with  a  wide  variety  of 
backgrounds  and  experiences.  Many  had 
been  away  from  school  for  some  time. 
When  they  were  called  into  the  Service 
some  were  working  in  shops  and  factories, 
while  others  were  attending  high  school. 
Then  there  was  a  smaller  group  of  younger 
men  who  attended  the  school  uninterrupt- 
edly. They  were  in  the  grade  schools  at  the 
time  of  Pearl  Harbor. 

Back  from  the  far  flung  corners  of  the 
globe,  these  veterans  entered  the  school 
with  a  definite  objective.  It  was  to  pre- 
pare themselves  for  a  world  which  increas- 
ingly demands  trained  and  skilled  men. 
They  still  had  a  job  to  do.  The  problem  of 
adjustment  to  school  routine  was,  for  the 
most  part,  quickly  effected.  The  serious 
purpose  of  these  men  was  soon  felt  in  both 
classroom  and  shop.  The  younger  boys  re- 
spected them.  The  Director  and  instruc- 
tors understood  their  firm  purpose.  The 
veterans  themselves,  in  a  feeling  of  friend- 
ly reciprocity,  enthusiastically  contributed 
to  school  activity. 

The  young  benedicts  in  the  group  had 
their  problems.  It  wasn't  easy  to  make 
ends  meet  on  government  subsistence 
checks,  particularly  when  the  postman 
didn't  ring  twice.  Their  road  was  made 
easier  by  the  help  and  understanding  of 
their  wives  and  parents. 

However,  not  all  of  our  graduates  are 
veterans.  This  smaller  group  has  in  it 
young  men  who  have  contributed  much  to 
the  school.  They  were  in  steady  attend- 
ance. While  others  often  gave  up  their 
schooling  to  seek  blind-alley  jobs,  this  de- 
termined group  of  students  demonstrated 


a  generous  amount  of  common  sense  in 
seeking  trade  skill  before  entering  indus- 
try. 

They  readily  understood,  from  the  pur- 
pose and  action  of  those  who  returned  from 
the  war,  that  the  changing  world  seeks 
more  than  a  willingness  to  work.  It  re- 
quires preparation  and  specialization. 

As  you  glance  over  the  graduates,  you 
will  notice  that  most  of  them  have  chosen 
drafting  and  machine  shop  practice  as 
their  intended  fields  of  livelihood.  Most  of 
the  draftsmen  are  high  school  graduates. 
On  entering  the  school  they  had  a  general 
academic  background.  To  this  they  have 
added  specific  training  in  a  field  which  re- 
quires proficiency  and  skill. 

The  machinists  have  gained  a  thorough 
training  in  the  co-operative  program.  They 
sought  the  acquisition  of  skills  far  beyond 
the  operator  stage.  Operators  are  plentiful 
but  skilled  machinists  are  not. 

We  have  several  cabinet  makers  in  the 
group.  These  men  have  sought  to  comple- 
ment that  training  with  a  knowledge  of 
carpentry.  The  building  trades  should  find 
their  services  invaluable. 

Our  two  printers  have  had  an  opportun- 
ity to  do  a  creative  job  in  an  industrial 
printing  shop,  as  well  as  take  part  in  the 
printing  of  school  publications. 

The  training  given  to  our  electricians 
should  pave  the  way  for  early  acquisition 
of  the  journeyman's  license.  They  have 
combined  theory  with  practical  applica- 
tion. 

Those  who  have  elected  sheet  metal  work 
have  chosen  a  field  which  shows  high 
promise,  particularly  in  air-conditioning. 
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There  is  one  graduate  from  the  automo- 
bile course,  who  will  enter  the  General 
Motors  Institute  to  train  as  an  automotive 
specialist. 

This  class  has  been  a  credit  to  the  school. 
Soberly  and  wisely  they  have  elected  trade 
training.  Along  with  the  acquisition  of 
specific  skills  they  have  understood  and 
practiced  true  fellowship. 

The  community  will  profit  by  their  pres- 
ence. They  can  and  will  contribute  to  its 
economic,  political,  and  social  develop- 
ment.

Company!  He  tells  us  that  he  has  five  sons 
and — his  own  basketball  five!  Roland  Pha- 
neuf,  owner  of  a  big  sporting  goods  house 
is  exhibiting  at  the  show.  As  we  pass  his 
booth  we  see  Ed  Swierzbin  buying  a  bat. 
Could  it  be  for  Eddie  Junior? 

In  the  center  of  the  hall  is  a  real  house. 
On  it  a  sign  reads — "The  House  of  Tomor- 
row," a  creation  by  Kochanowski  and  So- 
kolowski.
